A most generous offer lias 1 >ec n maile l»v 
Mr. Davies, an agent of the. Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad, to forward free of 
charge the fruits in the Northern < itrus 
Fair at San Francisco to Chicago, and there 
exhibit them without cost, to this people. 
At first glance it seenzed the right thing 
todo to accede to the proffer. 
But a little 
reliection w ill convince the Directors that 
it w iil be unwise. 
In the first place, our 
citrus fruits are alxnit gone. 
Certainly the 
best have been plucked and used. 
Iu the 
second place, the significance of the fair to 
us w ill be lost with the people of Chicago. 
YVe wili not lie able to make them under­ 
stand, as they should, that northern Cali­ 
fornia has not made this exposition for 
quality, but sim ply to testify to the capa­ 
city, or adaptability, of our section as a 
citrus belt. 
Thirdly, thecitrus fruit-grow­ 
ers <if Riverside a year ago arranged for an 
exhibition of their products at Chicago 
about this time. 
We understand they in­ 
tend to make such an exhibition. 
If they 


d o— and the transfer of 
our exhibits 
would 
certainly determine 
the River­ 


sid e people to do so— we wiil lie placed 
before the people of ( hicago with the last 
eullings of our seedlings in competition 
with the liest hudilcd varieties of Riverside 
in their prime. 


Now, no one contends that we are pre­ 
pared for any such competition, and com­ 
petition it would be, despite all explana­ 
tions we could make. 
W e should make a 
citrus exhibition in Chicago certainly, but 
at a time when it will illustrate and prove 
the advantages of early ripening claimed 
for our section. 
That tim e is just before 
the holiday season. 
By so doing there can lie made, we re­ 
peat, the very point that is desired, to 
wit, establish the fact that we are two 
months earlier for the market. 
Lastly, the fruits now on exhibition in 
San Francisco are not fit to be sent on. 
Experienced horticulturists informs us that 
many of the specimens at San Franciseo 
are now showing signs of decay. 
We 
cannot 
substitute 
others 
for 
them 
now. 
In 
short, 
northern 
California 
can afford to wait a year. It cannot afford 
to be judged now under such disadvan­ 
tageous circumstances. 
The result might 
lie very damaging to us, and we cannot af- 
foril to take the chances. 
I ki the very last 
we could, an»l our display could not be re- 
stockeil. traas]Kirte»l, arranged and opened 
in Chicago before February loth. 
Be­ 
fore it could 
be 
closed, 
or 
at 
the 
date of its opening, indeed, our River­ 
side friends could present to the people of 
Chicago a rival exhibit before which our 
seedlings, in their present condition, could 
not stand. Enthusiasm is Well in its place, 
but cckiI judgment i:- better. 
In another column will be found a letter 
from I. N. Hoag, who advises against the 
proposition to forward the exhibits. 
Mr. 
H oag suggested the present fair. 
His in 
terest in northern California is not to be 
questioned, nor w ill his judgment lie 
challenged in the matter. 
H is long resi­ 
dence as Immigration Agent in Chicago 
qualifies him to speak of the manner in 
which our exhibits in Chicago will be 
judged. 


HARRISON ON HIGH 
LICENSE. 


R. .1. Harrison, a dealer in liquors in 
San Francisco, appeared before the Super­ 
visors of that city the other day, in opiiosi- 
tion to the high license petitioners. And this 
was the remarkable argument lie advanced 
it is so unique and so altogether curious 
that we reproduce it nearly in fu ll: 
ilc *1 ill not think that the petition o f 1 210 
nam es was entitled to much weight. 
Fvervone 
kuew how petitions were got t*p. 
For him self 
he would rather sign iniytniug than listen to a 
tem perance lecture. This was sim ply an at­ 
tempt to regulate the liberty of the individual— 
to compel us to drink according to the wishes of 
some one else. Some ot these tem perance m en 
desired us to drink w ater and swim to heaven, 
jjic result o f the adoption o f this order w ould 
sim ply he to throw the liquor business iuto the 
hands ot tw o m asses—the well-appointed saloon 
keejjer and «live 
keeper. The dive keeper 
wotil.l be able to pay the license, but w ith a 
monopoly o f the business lie would give you 
more funerals than you have now. 
Every sea­ 
port i-ity must have a class o f low saloons for 
the accom m odation of sailors and other out­ 
casts of society, who would not attend church 
or tem perance m eetings when ashore. It was 
his experience that it took more brains to be a 
good saloon keeper than a good banker. This 
te tuton was originated bv fanatics, ami if a l­ 
lowed to influence the Board woul i throw m any 
m en out of em ploym ent ami deprive m anv good 
citizens oí the m ean- of m aking a livin g.' 
So men and women who believe that 
liquor-selling privileges are not propor­ 
tionately taxed are fanatics. 
Nearly all 
movers of reforms have been stvled fanat­ 
ics. So far as we have been able to oltserve, 
fanatics have done a good deal for the 
world. 
These radical thinkers and pio­ 
neers who have Ixirne the stigma " fanatic” 
have given us railroads, steam'uoats, tele­ 
graph-, 
asylums, charities, free States, 
human liberty, civilization, religious toler­ 
ance, and other blessings. 
But there is 
nothing in a name to the man who is in 
earnest. 
Mr. 
R. 
J. Harrison can be 
permitted the sweet privilege of vituper­ 
ating, for there is no strength in it. 
But 
the idea that the high license movement is 
a temperance endeavor is Mr. Harrison’s 
and his alone. 
H e is the discoverer and 
welcome to all he can get out of it. 
H e 
pleases him self with a slander, however, 
that has already roused the sentiment of 
the marine against him. 
For his declara­ 
tion that sailors are outcasts, and rum holes 
must lie maintained for them of necessity* 
is so base a libel that the wonder is 
Heaven did not paralyze the tongue that 
uttered it. 
Bankers an»i other business 
men w ill lie very likely to properly appre­ 
ciate the compliment Mr. Harrison be­ 
stows on brain capacity; while those who 
pay the fiddler, otherwise the Tax Col­ 
lector. w ill not be inclined to accept the 
statement that they must, at their own 
projier exjiense, furnish certain vicious 
luxuries for the benefit o f a class of the 
community that it were better without, 
l or that is the sum of the Harrisonian 
argument, that certain forms of vice and 
poisoning should be fostered, as they are 
necessities to a class of low humanity that 
must exist. 
Probably the people of Chi­ 
cago think differently, since they have 
shut up 000 low doggeries, and the city has 
taken no harm, while the public treasure 
is eight-fold better off, and the decept 
saloons find no dim inution in their busi­ 
ness.

T lic Vresident a n d S e n a te . 


W a s h in * -t o n , January 27 th.— The I’res- 
hUrit’s attitude of antagonism toward the 
Kdnntnds resolution remains unchanged. 
He holds that Presidents arc like oilier 
m en—i:i the exercise ol the apDointing 
power they are lrequently actuated by mo­ 
tives and 
influenced by considerations 
which, unless actually corrupt or criminal, 
are, to put it bluntly, nobody else’s busi­ 
ness. 
Of course, if it were responsibly 
charged that the President had been bribed 
to m ake any given nom ination, it would 
become competent for the Senate to investi­ 
gate the charge, hut in that case the pro­ 
ceedings would take the form of an im ­ 
peachment. and the Senate would sit as a 
High Court. It is understood that the Pres­ 
ident takes the ground that, as long as no 
such charge is made, the Senate has no 
right to go lurtlier than to ascertain the 
fitness or unfitness of the nominee on his 
own merits. The President holds that his 
responsibility is to the people who elected 
him . and that the jurisdiction to juilgeas 
to the propriety or fidelity o f the discharge 
of his duty is to the high tribunal of public 
opinion, and not to the Senate. 


THE ISSUE FORi EIi. 


W a s h i n g t o n . January 28th.—The issue 
between the President and the Senate, re­ 
garding the authority of the latter to de­ 
mand the reasons on file in the executive 
departments ol the Government for the 
suspension of certain Federal officer.- and 
the appointment o f tlicir successors, was 
made up in the Cabinet meeting to-day. 
The Senate Judiciary < .'otuiuittee last Mon­ 
day adopted u resolution calling upon the 
Attorney-General for the papers on file in 
the Department 
o f 
Justice 
relative 
to 
the 
suspension 
o f 
George 
M. 
Duskin. 
to 
lie 
District 
Attor­ 
ney 
for 
the 
Southern 
District 
of Alabama, the manner in which the of­ 
fice had been conducted, and touching the 
appointment of John D. Burnett as his 
successor. Mr. Garland referred the request 
of the committee to the President, and, in 
accordance with the instructions received 
by him at the t'abinct meeting last Tues­ 
day, prepared an answer that he read to 
the Cabinet to-day. The reply was ap­ 
proved, and will be sent to the Senate to­ 
morrow. 
The Attorney-General’s letter is 
said to be brief and to the point. 
He re­ 
fuses flatly to give the information de­ 
sired. 
Inasmuch as the resolution which 
asked for the information as to the con­ 
duct 
of 
the office 
was 
adopted in 
executive session of the Senate. Mr. Gar­ 
land contends that the Senate did not in­ 
tend tiie inquiry as the basis for any legis­ 
lative action 
intended to improve the 
judicial system of the country. 
If the in­ 
formation had been desired for the purpose 
of throwing light upon the administration 
of justice, the committee, in his judgment 
would have moved the adoption of the res 
nlution in open legislative session of the 
Senate. 
Should such 
a resolution 
be 
adopted in open executive session, it would 
be open to the sam e objection, because 
there would be no necessity for any execu­ 
tive inquiry. 
On the other hand, should 
such a resolution be adopted in legislative 
session, the Attorney-General would de­ 
cline to give the information requested, on 
the ground that there is nothing on the 
files relating to the case except paper.- con­ 
taining the reason for the 
suspension, 
which he hail not been directed by the 
President to send to the Senate. 
The reply 
of the Attorney-General forces the issue to 
a point where the majority in the Senate 
must either take measures to compel the 
production at such information regarding 
removals and appointments as the files of 
the executive departments offered, or re­ 
treat from the position the Republicans 
have taken. 


THE 
PHOSJ’ECT 
OF 
A 
CONTEST 
GEOW'ING 
STRONGER. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 23th.—The pros­ 
pect of a contest between the Administra­ 
tion and the Senate, concerning the control 
of the public records, is greater to-night 
than at any previous time. 
This is due to 
the decision of the Cabinet to-day to deny 
the right o f Congress to have access to the 
documents on file in the departments. 
A 
prominent Republican Senator said: 
“ If 
the Attorney-General undertakes to deny 
the right of the Senate to exam ine public 
documents, we shall give him an opportu­ 
nity to defend his position. 
It would lie 
such an extraordinary course, and socntirc- 
l.v subversive of the right of Congress, that 
I am unprepared to believe the Cabinet 
has reached such a decision. 
If it lias, 
however, we shall at once pass a resolution 
instructing a committee to investigate all 
claims in regard to the administration of 
the office of District Attorney for the 
southern district of Alabama, with power 
to send for persons and pipers. 
W e shall 
then subpena the Attorney-General, and 
direct him to produce the papers. 
If he 
attempts to shield him self by the puerile 
plea that the papers are in the possession 
of the President, then we may or may not 
go further in the matter.”

S e n a to r S h er m a n 's S ilv er H ill. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
January 
28th.—Senator 
Sherman offered a bill in the Senate to-day 
which will undoubtedly command the at­ 
tention ot men of all shades o f opinion 
upon the silver question. 
“ It contains 
three plain 
propositions,” said Senator 
Sherman, to-night, in conversation with 
your correspondent upon the subject of his 
bili. 
“ First, it provides for the suspen­ 
sion of the coinage of silver dollars; sec­ 
ondly, it empowers the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase not less than 2,000,otXt 
nor more than 4,000,000 ounces of silver 
bullion per month at its market value, 
and it provides for the issue, in payment 
therefor, of coin certificates of not less 
than $10 each, the bullion to remain in the 
treasury as security for the certificates. 
These certificates, w hile not made legal 
tenders, are made receivable for ail cus­ 
toms duties ami taxes, and will circulate 
and be redeemable just the same as United 
States notes. 
I believe that 
this bill 
is 
one 
which 
will 
commend 
itself 
even to the silver men, when they conic to 
exam ine its provisions carefully. 
It em ­ 
bodies the same views that I presented to 
the Chamber of Commerce ot San Fran­ 
cisco. 
W hen I went there they said I was 
a goldite banker, and under the influence 
of bankers, and m any other hard things, 
but the day after I made a speech the news­ 
papers were at loggerheads in regard tom e, 
tor they could not agree as to W hether I 
was ninnometallist or bi-metallist. 
I be­ 
lieve. if this hill passes, it will relieve us 
of the present danger hv suspending the 
coinage of the present silver dollar: that it 
will advance the price of silver, and in­ 
crease the ratio of international exchange." 
Mr. Sherman said that it was not difficult 
to handle the volum e of silver that we now 
have, for there is only about 50,000,000 sil­ 
ver dollars now in circulation, the balance 
being in the vaults of the Treasury. 
This 
bullion would remain in possession of the 
Treasury, as security fur the coin certifi­ 
cates, and for the purchase ol bullion no 
m oney 
would 
be 
paid 
out. 
It 
would be bought at the gold standard, 
and the 
Government 
would 
maintain 
that standard. If the price o f silver bullion 
advanced, the Government would reap the 
benefit ot that advance. At present he does 
not think there is any necessity for contin­ 
uing the coinage o f silver dollars, but if 
inore shall be wanted hereafter, the bullion 
can be utilized, and the dollars then coined 
would be of honest, actual value, contain­ 
ing a dollar's worth of silver, and not 
eighty cents' worth. 
These certificates re­ 
move the distinction between gold and sil­ 
ver—are sim ply coin certificates, and are 
redeemable in either coin that may be de­ 
sired. 
The present silver certificates are 
redeemable only in silver dollars, but the 
certificates provided for in Senator Sher 
man s bill may be redeemable in either 
gold or silver bullion, or gold or silver coin, 
at the option of the holder, for though they 
are issued for the purchase of silver bull­ 
ion. that bullion is purchased at a gold 
standard. 
Although it has been the belief 
of a large number o f Representatives and 
Senators of both parties that no bill affect­ 
ing in any degree the present coinage, of 
i-ilver could pass either branch during the 
present Congress, Mr. Sherman has strong 
hopes that his bill will receive favorable 
oonsideration. 
R a ilro a d T ax C a ses iu th e S u p rem e C ou rt. 
W ashington, January 28th.—Judge San­ 
derson. in his argument for the railroad 
companies in the California tax cases, which 
he concluded to-day, said in substance that 
there was no finding on the part of the 
Court to the effect that the State Board of 
Equalization had. in fact, made an assess­ 
ment, and therefore the question turned 
upoa whether from the evidence intro­ 


duced the Board had made any assess­ 
ments. and therefore I claim that the 
evidence required by the rule of the com ­ 
mon law had not been introduced, nor the 
evidence required by the statute in lieu of 
that which otherwise would be required 
by the com mon law. 
1 also argue that the 
State Hoard o f Equalization, by including 
fences as a pan of the roadwav, had ex­ 
ceeded its jurisdiction. 
They assessed the 
fences at $"oo per m ile, and had not state»! 
the number of m iles. 
And even if it liad 
jurisdiction to assess fences, there being no 
way by which we could ascertain from the 
assessment the value of the fences separate­ 
ly from the total assessment entered ren­ 
ders the assessment wholly void, and that 
m that case we had a right to contest the 
assessment without subjecting ourselves to 
the penalties ot 5 per cent, and 10 per cent, 
attorneys fees and 2 per cent, interest per 
month, and that therefore those penalties 
cannot be recovered. 
Again, interest, con­ 
sidered by itseli, cannot lie recovered be­ 
cause the statute allow s interest only in 
such cases as tiie collector reports to the 
Auditor that he has be- n unable to collect, 
because he has been unable to find any 
property out of which the taxes could be 
collected, which he did not do and could 
not do in this case, because there was 
plenty of property in sight out of which 
lie could have collected by a forced sale or 
under 
the 
direction of the Controller. 
Again, the franchises taxed in this case are 
derived from the Federal Government, anJ 
not from the State of California, and by 
reason of those franchises being derived 
from tlic Federal Government they are not 
subject to State taxation. 
Further, inas­ 
much as the franchises are assessed in a 
lump on the roadway, roadbed, railways 
and rolling stock, it is imjiossible to deter­ 
mine the value placed upon the franchises, 
and, therefore, as such valuation could not 
be separated from the valuation of all the 
property in a lump, the whole tax is void. 
He continued his point uf claiming the 
protection of equality under the fourteenth 
amendment, referred to the unjust discrim­ 
inations made against the railroad com­ 
pany, claimed tiiat as it derived its fran­ 
chise from the Federal Government it was 
not amenable to State taxation : and then 
proceeded to attack the amendment of 
1881, under which the assessment was 
made, by attempting to show that it was 
invalid, only .!!• members voting for it. 
when 4i should have done so. 
He argued 
this point at som e length, claiming that the 
proof of his assertion rested upon the 
written journal of the House. 
He was asked if the question as to how 
far hack in the search of proof as to a law 
could he gone had been decided under the 
new Constitution, had been decided in the 
Courts of the ¡State, and said that he had 
not, but referred to the decisions made un­ 
der the old Constitution, lie then took up 
the point as to the effect of covenants on 
mortgages in question to pay all taxes im­ 
posed on mortgaged property, and claimed 
that this covenant only covered the w ill­ 
ingness to pay lawful taxes, and it was con­ 
tended by the company that the tax was 
not levied according to law, that is, accord­ 
ing to a valid law, and was therefore not a 
lawtnl tax. 
Senator Edmunds followed Judge San­ 
derson, and spoke only about an hour, ad­ 
dressing him self principally to the point 
that the company was a special corpora­ 
tion. and not amenable to State taxes as a 
Slate corporation. 
H is argument was in­ 
genious and forcibly presented, and his 
earnest inaqmcr of speaking attracted the 
attention of the large number of spectators 
in the Court-room, 
it was noticed that he 
was not subjected to interruption, as the 
other counsel, for whether his argument 
was convincing to the Court or not there 
was no mistaking the position he assumed, 
and his propositions were stated clearly 
and concisely. 
Judge Rhodes then proceeded in behalf 
of the State. 
H e continued up to the hour 
of adjournment of the Court, and will re­ 
sum e to-morrow.

R ecord-U n io n : I observe that prop­ 
ositions have been made to forward tbe 
Northern California Citrus Fair exhibition 
to Chicago, for exhibition there. 
I doubt 
very much the wisdom o f such a move, 
and will briefly give my reasons. 
The fair, as held at Sacramento, was got­ 
ten up at least twenty days too late in the 
season to reap the fullest benefits of such 
an exhibition to northern California. 
If 
the fair had been held a month earlier, we 
would have shown the superior advantage 
of our clim ate in the early ripening of the 
fruit, and at the same tim e a superior qual­ 
ity, as much the best grown in the northern 
part of the State had been picked ami 
marketed before it was determined to hold 
a fair 
at all. 
Now, if we take this 
fruit to Chicago 
at this time, it will 
be impossible 
to 
make the 
Eastern 
public understand and believe these facts, 
and we will fail in the main purposes of 
making such an exhibition. 
Beside the 
fruit now on exhibition at San Francisco 
has already been exhibited iu rooms filled 
with impure air for two weeks, and is not 
in fit condition to sh o w even to our own 
people. 
W hile in my opinion the people 
of northern California need have no fear 
o f the results o f an exhibition of their 
citrus fruits with those grown in the south­ 
ern part of the State under even circum­ 
stances, yet with the many disadvantages 
they would be placed under at Chicago, it 
would be imprudent to enter upon such a 
contest as they would invite anp encounter. 
When in Chicago a year ago, arrangements 
were very nearly completed fur moving 
the 
annual 
Riverside 
citrus 
fair 
then 
to 
be 
held 
in 
March 
at 
Riverside, to Chicago for exhibition. The 
Riverside people, however, decided to put 
off the enterprise for one year, and one of 
the main reasons for such postponement 
was that their fruit, having been on exhi­ 
bition a week at home, would show to 
disadvantage at Chicago. 
Í understand it 
is their intention to hold tlicir regular 
annual March citrus fair this season at 
Chicago, holding noneat Riverside. Should 
they do so, the disadvantage of the north­ 
ern exhibition will be greatly increased, as 
they will.be showing their poorer fruit out 
of season, and having been through two 
fairs, against fresli fruit from liiverside, 
taken direct from the orchard and shown 
in its best condition. 
It will be useless for 
the northern people then to say they did 
not 
come 
to 
enter 
into 
competi­ 
tion. 
but 
only 
to 
show 
that 
they can raise citrus fruits. The sharp­ 
est 
competition 
w ill’ 
by 
the 
very 
circumstances be forced upon them, anil 
they will be very reluctantly compelled to 
accept its results, however unpleasant. 
I 
thinK it would lie much to the advantage 
of northern California to hold an exhibi­ 
tion of her citrus fruits at Chicago, sav next 
December, about the m iddle of the month. 
Then all the advantages o f such an exhibi­ 
tion m ay be secured, and none of the unfa­ 
vorable circumstances which would now be 
inevitably connected with the exhibition 
would attend the enterprise, and an un­ 
doubted success could then lie made 
I. N. H oag.

W ell Out of th e W ay. 
Sheriff J. M. Standley, of Mendocino 
county, passed through the city yesterday, 
taking to the State Prison at Folsom a 
prisoner named Isom Frost, who is under 
sentence of imprisonment for life for the 
murder of his nephew, James Frost, last 
April. Frost is a member of the family 
that had a feud with the Coates family, 
which ended in a battle at Willitts, Mendo­ 
cino county, in 1867—six members of the 
Coates family fighting five of the others, the 
combatants standing to the work bravely, 
emptying their pistols and reloading with­ 
out moving from their tracks. When the 
fight was over live of the Coates nartv were 
dead, and one of the Frosts, and nearly all 
of the other participants were more or less 
hurt. The tour sons of the dead Frost 
were cared for by their uncles. As the 
youths grew up they quarreled frequently 
with their uncles Mart and Isom, and 
eventually Mart killed one of them, named 
Ben. 
His brother James avenged the kill­ 
ing about two years ago, by shooting Mari 
through the head. 
Isom nursed 
his 
vengeance for the murder-of his brother 
Mart, and 
kept it warm 
until 
last 
April, when he and George Gibson went to 
James' ranch, in Scott valley, crept up to a 
corral where Janies and others were en­ 
gaged in separating sheep, and Isom de­ 
liberately shot his nephew through the 
body. Sheriff Standley worked the case 
up, after much difficulty, the guilty parties 
having separated and left the county, and 
eventually 
succeeded 
in 
convicting 
Isom of murder 
in 
the first degree, 
Gibson 
of 
murder 
in 
the 
second 
degree, and a man named E. A. Jewell 
of being an accessory. Gibson was sen­ 
tenced to seventeen years, and Jewell to 
two and a half years, in the State Prison at 
San Quentin. The Slierifl was bringing 
his prisoners down fr.m Mendocinocounty 
on the 26th inst., when the stage was 
stopped by a highwayman between Fkiah 
and Cloverdale. The Sheriff directed the 
driver to go on. and he did so. Standley 
tried to draw his p.stol and have a shot at 
the road agent, but the latter " got the drop 
on him " with a shotgun, and made him 
desist, and as the stage roiled away rimi at 
the driver, but missed him. Aside from 
their little fun with the Coates family and 
among themselves, the Frosts have had 
other shooting scrapes, and were looked 
upon as a bad lot generally. It is probably 
a good thing that so many of them have 
been put out of the way.

A Hit of H istory Again. 
E ds. Recoed-Union : Upon my return 
yesterday afternoon to Sacramento my at­ 
tention was called to an article signed 
“ Legis ” 
in yesterday’s Recoro-Union, 
under the above caption. It is my rule to 
leave anonymous communications to an­ 
swer themselvis, hut, inasmuch as I know 
who “ Legis ” in and have resnect for him, 
I will break over my rule and correct him 
and his article, lest he may think his nom 
de plume sufficient protection in making 
the mistake lu* lias — unintentionally, of 
course. 
I did not staie in my speech that Hon. J. 
McM. Shaffer and Hon. S. M. Wilson 
‘‘supported” Section 4 of Article XIX. of the 
State Constitution. I did say that they 
voted for the article as it stands, and they 
did. I do not believe that they voted for 
it inadvertently; they have too much sense 
to do so. "Ijegis” voted against the ar­ 
ticle before Shatter or Wilson voted (his 
name occurring on the roll-call first), and 
hence they must have known what they 
were doing, for " Legis’ ” action mus't 
have served as a pointer. Besides, Mr. 
Shatter said he voted for it, and did not 
say that he did so inadvertently. It 
is 
true 
that 
Mr. Wilson did move 
to reconsider the vote whereby the article 
was adopted, hut he did so, as lie said, 
solely for the purpose of striking out the 
last clause of Section 6. He says: " I send 
tip and ask the Secretary to read the mo­ 
tion I desire :o make if the article is recon­ 
sidered. Amend Section 6 by striking out 
tlie following words: ‘A nd'it shall pro­ 
vide the necessary legislation to prohibit 
the introduction into this State of Chinese 
after tlie adoption of this Constitution.’ ” 
(Page 1,437, Vol. III., Debates of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention.) 
This was the part of the section that 
Shatter and Wilson objected to. 
This was the "remaining objections" 
that Shatter wanted to remove. 
Yet “ Legis” would have people infer 
that the entire section was referred to. It 
was not, b jt only the last paragraph; 
hence his quotations, while verbally cor­ 
rect, are misleading. Perhaps Shatter and 
Wilson inadver;e:itly made their motions 
and speeches in reference to this para­ 
graph, and not the section, hut I have too 
high an opinion of them to believe it, even 
if “ Legis ” does seek to make such excuse 
for them. 
In my speech I stated the facts tegardlng 
this reconsideration. I trust that "'Legis ’’ 
will not seek to unfairly correct me again, 
and that if he does he will do it over his 
own name, which is a good one. 
It may he well to state that the “ ex­ 
haustive arguments ” of Shatter and Wil­ 
son referred to by “ Legis" were made 
before Section 4 of Article XIX. of our 
State Constitution assumed

shape, and that las I now remember) all the 
provisions objected to by them were re­ 
moved except the last paragraph.

«: Vallejo Junction, has given that lo ­ 
cality m ore th an ordinary vitality. 
Just 
above Vallejo Junction, on the Straits o f 
Carouinez. is W bcatport, the location ot 
the great flouring m ill, sliipping wharves 
an d grain warehouses of Starr A C o . 
The 
tw o-story grain w arehouse is nearly 1,000 
feet long, and, w ith the w harf, ¿¡0 feet 
wide. 
It has a grain storage capacity of 
over 125,000 tons. 
In the construction of 
th is w arehouse and 
its w harves every 
m eans has been resorted to tending to the 
reduction of the expense in transferring 
grain from the cars nr barges to the deep- 
w ater vessel or to either floor ot th e w are­ 
house. 
T he railroad connection is from 
the I mi ,.r up the sjtrmt - end 
i the wharf, 
and th e track extends the full length of the 
warehouse. T he flour m ill is of brick, six 
stories high, and its capacity is 6.000 bar­ 
rels of flour per day.

been so sold. 
1’ort Vosta is the point at which a large 
share of the grain exported leaves the car 
for the ship.

enough for the largest deep sea vessels. The 
tncilities for loading a ship w ith grain di­ 
rectly from the cars at P o rt Costa cannot be 
excelled anyw here. 
IX THE VALLEY. 
Between Port Costa and the crossing of 
th e Fan Joaquin river, near Lathrop, the 
reports cover an area sixty m iles long by 
ten wide. T he first tw enty m iles east 
from Port Costa includes a farm ing, fruit 
and vine section, in which the seasons are 
uniform ly favorable and the crops gener­ 
ally gnu,! 
The rem ainder of the sixty 
iiTiles is a part o f w hat is know n as the 
west side of the San Joaquin river. 
It is 
chiefly grain land, and full crops are as­ 
sured only in seasons of abundant rain. 
T his season opens 
with 
extraordinary 
prom ise 
T he .-rain acreage, m ostly wheat, 
will be ah mt one-third greater than ever 
before, and there is every indication of a 
plentiful harvest. 
T he output o f the coal 
m ines in the Coast range, neat* Mount 
Diablo, is about tin* usual am ount. 
A 
propo-ition to draw th e w ater from the coal 
m ines by m eans o f a tunnel out upon the 
valley is under discussion, and if carried 
out will increase the farm product in sea­ 
sons of light rainfall. 
T he line of the W estern Pacific Division 
from N iles,'in A lam eda county, to Tracy, 
in Fan Joaquin county, runs through Liv­ 
erm ore and Amador* valleys, and from 
these localities is reported an increased 
acreage in grain, orchards and vineyards, 
w ith a general activity in all branches, 
w hich, with the favorable season, insures 
an unusually large yield of the different 
produc s. T here is in this section a great 
deal of uncultivated hilly laiut. adm irably 
the grow th of vines arid fruit 
lortionltural am! vinicnltural 
vllent. Population and values 
rerially enhanced by thedivis- 
! targe tracts into sm all farms,

As a whole, progress and prosperity 
are the m arked features o f this section, 
despite the fai t, m entioned in a m ajority oi' 
th e reports, of m any large bodies of good 
lan d being held by non-residents, who nei­ 
th er cultivate them selves nor perm it others 
to do so.

Merced the sec­ 
ond and F resno the last as the traveler 
m oves southw ard or up the valley. Stanis­ 
laus is essentially a w heat country. 
Last 
year th e drought* reduced the yield to a low 
figure. 
T he outlook for the com ing season 
is for a larger acreage sown, and at least a 
full harvest. 
Business is brightening, and 
th e incom ing population is steady and sub­ 
stantial. 
In th e vicinity of Modesto, the 
county seat, are several hundred acres of 
orchards and vineyards, and this spring 
q u ite as m any m ore acres will be set in 
trees and vines. 
A t the date of the reports 
about 15.000 tons Of w heat still rem ain in 
th e local warehouses. 
W heat is also the 
chief product of Merced countv. 
Last year 
th e yield was not up to a full crop. 
The 
prospects ol the coining harvest are even 
m ore than favorable. 
T he w heat acreage 
w ill be fully one-third greater than ever 
before. 
The anticipated early com pletion 
of the Merced Irrigating Canal is giving an 
im p etu s to the farm ing interests in the sec­ 
tions th at will be aided by its water. 
The 
length, dim ensions and im portance of this 
great canal entitle it to m ore than a passing 
notice. 
T he canal will cost ovei $1,500.000. 
It passes through tw o tunnels one now 
finished, 
w hich 
m easures, 
including 
approaches, 
4,400 
feet, 
and 
one 
on 
w hich 
work 
is 
now 
being 
pushed, 
a n d w hich is about h alf completed, of 
2,000 feet. 
The canal and contem plated 
branches w ill be seventy-five m iles long. 
It starts from th e foot o f the m ountains 
w here the Merced river first reaches the 
valley plain. 
T he canal is F0 feet wide at 
th e bottom and 100 feet at the top.

UOBTIAT LTUBF AND VINICULTURE. 
A round th e county seat—Merced—horti­ 
culture and viniculture aro receiving a good 
deal of attention. 
From Fresno county 
come very flattering encouragem ent for a 
successful season. 
Last year the agricult­ 
ural interests suffered 
som ew hat from 
drought. 
The horticultural and vinicult­ 
ura! districts were sustained by artificial 
irrigation. 
T his year th e rainfall is abund­ 
ant for all purposes, and a very large in­ 
crease in the acreage of grain, vines ano 
fruit trees is prom ised. 
Fresno—the coun­ 
ty -■(•at—is surrounded w ith orchards and 
vineyards, am* the area o f vines and trees 
will be largely expanded 
th is 
spring. 
Fresno county already has extensive irri­ 
gating facilities, and this very m aterial 
source of her w ealth is to be w idened and 
expanded the com ing season. 
In the east­ 
ern part of this county are m any m ines 
w hich have produced so far only low grade 
ore. 
These m ines are beginning to attract 
the attention of capital, and there is a pros­ 
pect for this hitherto partially neglected 
industry to be vigorously prosecuted du r­ 
ing the coining season. 
Fresno county has 
five large and several sm all vineries, and 
the reports say the grape crop of this year 
will m ore tha t double that of last year. 
, T he grow ing of raisin grapes and the niuk- 
I ing ot raisins will he an im portant business 
in Fresno countv herealter. T his county 
I will g'k extensively into the shipm ent of 
I fruit to the East the com ing sum m er.

From G oshen to Caliente, the extrem e 
head of th e Fan Joaquin valley, the dis­ 
tance is ninety-five miles. 
Tulare and part 
of K ern counties are w ithin the section. 
Including those from the H anford and the 
Visalia branch roads, there are ten reports 
from th is ' part ot 
the valley, and each 
speaks encouraginglv of grow th and pros­ 
perity in ali lines of business. 
In Tulare 
county is the center of the noiv famous 
artesian belt, anyw here w ithin the know n 
lim its of w hich one has only to sink a well 
to obtain a never-failing flow of water 
above the surface of the ground. T he grain 
acreage o f T ulare county this season will 
exceed that of last year one-third, possibly 
one-half. 
Throughout the country there 
is an active dem and for land, and real 
estate values are going steadily upw ard. 
T he num ber of new com ers looking fur 
land and hom es increases w ith the opening 
of the new year. D rape culture is rapidly 
becom ing a leading industry. 
T he know n 
artesian belt covers an area of tw enty by 
tiftv m iles. 
W ithin this wide extent the 
farm er does not fear loss mi account of the 
dry seasons. 
The population of the belt is 
grow ing very fast, and w ith this grow ing 
population is coining a rapid accum ulation 
• : w eath. 
A great m any acres of trees 
and vines are to be planted this spring. By 
rea.-.-n of its clim ate and soil and superior 
irrigating facilities, T ulare county is at­ 
tracting a large share of the solid im m igra­ 
tion.
